Election/Restrictions 



1. Newly submitted claims 1-38 (amended claims 1-38) are directed to an invention 
that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following 
reasons: 

Original claims 1-38 are directed to capturing desired data from a selected data 
source with software, method and user station configured for communications with a 
multiplicity of independently-operated data sources via a non-proprietary network: class 
709, subclass 218 (Remote data accessing/Using interconnected networks). 

Amended claims 1-15 are directed to software controllable by an API that 
supports requests specified at a functional level from each of a plurality of different 
software applications, that causes desired data objects to be provided to one or more 
software applications: class 709, subclass 302 (Interprocess communication/Application 
programming interfacing). 

Amended claims 16-38 are directed to method and user station for fetching a 
schedule from a remote schedule source and capturing desired data objects in 
accordance with the fetched schedule: class 709, subclass 102 (Task 
management/Process scheduling). 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, amended claims 1-38 are withdrawn from 
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consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and 
MPEP§ 821.03.
